With the gridiron death rate for 1931 reaching the unprecedented 
number of 43, critics of the cport are once* more exerting every ef- 
fort to enforce the discontinuance of college football, denouncing it as 
a "murderous pastime." 
But those who would relegate the manly 


game to oblivion on the face of the 1931 figures lose sight of the fact 
that of the imposing total of deaths many were among high school 
teams and players on sand lots. 
In fact, a close analysis of the in- 


dividual cases discloses that one eight-year-old boy died as the result 
of a fractured skull sustained while playing in the street; another boy 
•was killed by a truck while carrying a football; one died of a heart 
attack during a game, and there were many cases of death through in- 
fection ands blood poisoning where boys had neglected to care for 
superficial injuries. 
In fact, of the entire 43, only three deaths -oc- 


curred in major teams. 
One was that of Cadet Richard Brinsley 


Sheridan, of the Army, who died through injuries sustained in the 
game with Yale at New Haven. 
The second was Cornelius Murphy, 


of Fordham University, New York, whose death was a tragic aftermath 
of the game with Bucknell, and the third was Connie Smith, af Phila- 
delphia, Miss., who suffered a broken neck, resulting in his death, dur- 
ing the Armistice Day game between Millsaps College, for which he 


played, and Stetson University, at De Land, Fla.
